As the fign of the prophet Jonah, was given m wrath ; 
fo the fign of die prophet Daniel, was given in mercjr, 
for the prefervation of the apoftlesy difciples and chrijlian 
averts among the Jews;— and accordingly, amidft the gen- 
eral havoc,—" not a hair of their heads peri/hed^^ — accord- 
ing to their divine master* s cofrfortaile predidion, in 
whom they trujied^ and whom tfiey obeyed. 

This fign is called " the abomination of defolationy Jiand-- 
ing in the holy placid* or precin£b of the temple— Matt. 
24, 15. Signifying « the Roman encampments'* (ce«iws»ft» 
Luke. 21, 20) whofe enfignsy were called, propria legimum 
numinai^-^^ikit proper divinities of the legions" — ^by which 
they fwore, and to which diey facrificed.— And accordingly, 
the chrifiians inftandy fled from the devoted city, on the 
firft coming of Titus j and before he had furrounded the city, 
with his immenfe lines of circumvallation; (begun on Satur^ 
day June 2d, and fiaifhed on the third day, to the wonder of 
the world— ^ for the lord wrought for Titus) and faved 
themfelves ^« in the mountains^** as dire£led* Matt. 
24, 16. , 

The prophecy of DinnV^ which our lord ^us fanSfion* 
edyhy his quotation and e3(^anation,(and whofe whole book 
Profeflbr Eichorn ftill ihore tiaringly wifiies to expmige

So modeftly, yet fo explicitly and, de- 
cidedly advcrfe to the grand corruptions of Popery through-

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out ; which drew on thefe enlightened and undaunted Chrif^. 
tJansy fteadily oppofing the ufufpation, and refitting the 
Tyranny of the See of Romey — " The Crusade againji- 
the martyred AxBiGEOis," which ended in their extirpation 
almoft, by the implacable vengeance of the See of Rome.- 
— " That most Intolerant of all Christian 
Societies," as (he was triumphantly acknowledged to 
be, by the celebrated BoJJuet himfelf ; boafting of " her 
Holy and inflexible incompatibility^* ^^^^ becaufe Jhe is, and 
EVER WlLL-i^ oppofed to Religious indifference by her 
ejfential Conjlitutions.** And be it remembered that Bof- 
fuety was a -member of the Galilean Church ; which then, 
at Rome^ was held to be — " Demi- Her etique^* — and now 
— worfe than Heretical. 

The Inquisition was firft inftituted againft the Albt^ 
geois and Faudois; and St. Dominic the iirft Inquifitor 
General, was eanonizedj for his fiery and burning zeal 
in thofe Unholy fFarSy or HonU Ctufades ; which began» 
at the inftigation of the See of Rome^ about A. D. 1096, 
and lafted near a Century, with the mott favage atrocity, 

only to be paralleled in the prefent age eA falfe Phi--

when the City of Bezieres^ was^ going to be ftormed, by

N. B. — Mf friend the Satiri/l^ is rather too pofitive, \ 
when he fays that ** ^txmt, or •A(X«yii«, is undoubtedly^ a cor- 
ruption for ♦wwxiiff, P^Wtf" fignifying a Roman CA^i^ or 
Great Coat ; which the Greeks called f4>s;ptla«-tf Surtout. 
For furely his iingle manufcript, (to which I will give the { 
Cambridge^, as its auxiliary) . is unable to ftand againft the \ 
whole Hoft of ManuJcriptSy and Ancient Editions^ defending 1 
the reading of the text ; while by an authority of ftill ! 
higher antiquity— the Mthiopic and Jrabic Yerfions^ for- . 
t^aatel^ retain the technical term itkli-^Pheh^ and PhK- ] 
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loniam^^whxchin the Syriac of the higheft, compofed in

AUfuch cumbrous articles of baggage, Paul left behind 
on his way to Rome ; but he probably kept his Cloak^ to 
keep himfelf dry and warm on the voy^ge« — This vindica- 
tion of the Text, and reftoration of the Apoftle's property^ 
after having been fo long and fo unjuftly detained 'from 
him ; will I truft fully fatisfy the Satirtjl himfelf and all 
lovers of fine Eptflolary writing, like PauPs. 

The additional conjefliure, that *' the parchments might 
contain fome documents, or be a deed or diploma of fome 
eonfequence to the matter in queftion — to prove his privilege 
of Roman CitizenJhip*^^^\iovftvex ingenious, will perhaps 
be found wanting in folidity, when weighed in the fcales 
of fober and fkilful criticifm; for, this commiflion to 
Timothy, was given not before^ but after Paul's trial, and 
acquittal ; at the focond hearing of his caufe before ^ero ; 
as we learn from the fequel immediately after— -»«» ippw<r»w m 
{#/A4tToc xim-o;, " And I hai;e been delivered cut of the Lion's 

mouth/* 
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mouth." — But furcly he muft have produced His creden- 
tials or titles of Roman Cltizenlhip, *{^^r^ he "could havfe

—■where w^ may incidentally vindicate alfo, the refped^blb 
Apologift of the Bibky for the ufe of a Claffical znd' Scrip* 
tural term, in this its " day of trouble and of rebuke and 
of bla(i)hemy,** which the Satiriji diflikes.

** when he catechized his butler too** — But the Apoftle 
found it ncceffary to confute the Philofophifm of that age, 
which was moft hoftile to the reception of EvangeliccJ 
Truth and Light, and therefore it was rcquiiite. for him to

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fiudy their writings as well as the Bibk. — And I will ven- 
ture to afTerty that the mod admirable commentator extant^ 
on ancient metaphyjics — and who would have held Lord 
Monboddo himfelf in the utmoft contempt for his igno- 
rance, waiving his abfurdity — is Paul ; whofe wri- 
tings abound with feveral cxprefs references, and num- 
berlefs tacit allufions thereto : witnefs, among others, his 
mafterly difcourje at Athens^ — fraugnt with allufions to 
•their ableft writers i-^-and who, if he did not convhtciy 
yetfurely confuted the difputatious j?/wa and the careleis 
Epicureans ; in his admirable ilatement of the Theological 
blindnefs of the Heathen Philofophers of his time; who, 
forfaking /^^/jr/? Philofophyy of Patriarchal revelation ^ 
ftrove by Reason's Taper^ 

" To feek the Deity, if perchance they might ^r^^r^ 
Him out i zxAjind Him; although fubfifting not far from 
every one of us : For in Him, we live and mov£ 
ourselves and are. As fome alfo of your own poets 
have faid, 

" For we too are hiJ offspring,'*

In this luminous paffage, the Chrijlian Philofopher 
alludes to foine of the moft refpeflable of the Heathen^ 
I. Firft to Socrates: who thus exprcffed his opinion of 
his Contemporariesy in that earlier and purer age in which 
he lived, above 300 years before Chrift, deviating lefs from

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How admirably were thefe references calculated to 
command relped: from an Athenian audience, and to muz- 
vsJf the ignorance of^enJeUfs men — who durft not difpute the 
decifions of Socratez-^ Plato and JriftotUy in Philofophy, 
and of Cleantbes and Aratus in Religion } fo finely le- 
velled againft the peculiar corruptions of the Stoics and 
Epicureans^ as noticed in a former part of this work, 
p. xxi. 

We are now free to furmife, the nature of the ho^ks 
and parchments in queftipn — they probably related, to Gre^- 
cian and Jewijh Philofophy ; in which *' the Orator of 
Tarfus," as he is fiiled by Longinus^ and the pupil of 
Gamaliel^ was fo profoundly verfed ; as the learned may 
perceive, in thofe two chef^d^cevres — his epiftle to the 
Romansj and to the Hebrews — the laft, his moft highly 
poliftied compofition— which by a conjeSure the moft 
affronting — and that to himfelf more than the Apoftle,— 
Wakefield fuppofes was tranflated into its elegant and claf- 
fical Greek, for this mighty master, by his assis- 
tant Luke ! ! ! — Credat Judaus. 

In thefe noble compofitions of unrivalled beauty and 
excellence, involving myfteries the moft fublime and in 
their full extent, incomprehenfible, O that Britijh fcho^^ 
lars, would encounter difficulties, worthy of them !— com- 
pared with which, thofe of Lycophron and Shakfpeare^ 

Newton^ 
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Newtofiy and the obfcurorum 9bfcurtjfimus'^^ Waring^ arc 
mere childrens play !— with this difference, that the dif- 
ficulties of the facred writers^ refult from the poveity of 
human language — incapable of emphatically expreffihg,

4, 16. introducing an alte« 
ration of the pun(5luation, which makes downright nonfenfc of 
the paf&gc : — ^refcrring '02 to zwxo* as an antecedent ; but 
zrvxe^ refers to Timotby^ (See alfo P. L. 350.) as one of the 
pUlars and bulwarks oi the Church, Gal.

And'accordingly the Apoftles appeal to the double evidence: 
<^ And we are his (Gods) witnefles of thefe fa^s (oracu- 
larly foretold) ; and (b is alfo the Holy Cjhost, (by his 
vifible gifts) whom Goi> hath given to thofe that obey 
Him." AQs, 5, 30. teaching, in all the known langua- 
ges, the wondrous difpenfattons of God.** A6ls, 2, 11. 

Indeed when it became neceflary, to employ a Mighty 
Philosopher, to combat the Schools of Alexandria,

And can we read *' without inward emotion, and witH- 

• but a kindred horror," — the following imperfeft rendering 

of a p^flage, which in the original— harrows up the Soul ? 

It is the fack of Jerufalemy as defcribed by an eye witnefs^ 

*yofephus : 

*« While frtE TfiMPLfi Was burning, the Sack of that 
^art^r began. And the flaughter of thofe whom the 
Soldiers found, was immenfe. There was na pity Jhewn 
to age^ no refpe^ to dignity^ but young aHd' oldy the profane 
vulgar, and the facred priefthood, were piit to dea^h alike. 
And the battle involved and invaded every fort, confound- 
ing the fuppliants with the defendants : and the crackling 
of the widely fpreaditlg flames, refbuhded along with the 
groans of the falling. And by reafon of the height of "the 
mount, and the greatnefs of the flaming pile, you would 
have thought, that the whole City was on fire ; and nothing 
can be conceived grander nor more terrible than that noife : 
for there was a fliouting.of the Roman Ranks coming to 
dofe engagement, and a cry of the feditious, hemmed in 
by fire and fword. And the people who were left in the 
upper City^ turned with difmay towards the enemy and 
groaned at the cataftrophe. While the cry of the multi- 
tude in the lower CUy^ confpircdwith thofe on the mount. 

L ' And 
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And now, many of thofc that were famifhing with hun- 
ger, and their, lips clofed, when they faw the Temple on 
fire^ recovered full ftrength, for wailings and moans. 
Thefe, again, were echoed from the fuburbs, and the 
furrounding mountains, making the impreffion ftill deeper g 
on the mind ; while the havoc increafed the horror of the 
tumult. You would have thought that the Temple mount 
was burnt up from the very roots, it was fo loaded with 
fire throughout. And yet, the blood was ftill more abun- 
dant than the fire ; and the flaugbtered, more than the 
flayers* For the ground was no where clear of the dead; 
and the Soldiers mounting on heaps of carcafTes, rufbed 
on the fugitives, flying in every diredion." 

What a lively and heart-rending comment is this^ on the 
wonderful Text of the Sacred Hijiorian Moses, minutely 
predicting the Roman invafion, captivity and defolation, 
in the 28th Chapter of Deuteronomy from verfe ^^O to 
the end : 

** The Lord fliall bring upon thee, a Nation from zht \ 
from the end of the Earth ; like as the Eagle ilieth ; a 
nation whofe tongue thou {halt not underftand ; a nation of 
fierce countenance ; which fhall fliew no refpe£t to tbe oUy 
nor pity to the youngs &c/*

torian'^vdho converfed with the God of Israel face to 
face, as a man with his friend," — exclaim— in thefe dege- 
nerate days— Who is on my side ? — But blessed bb 
God, fom^ chcfen Levitesy ftill are left, to rally round 
him, and unlheath their fwords,-^rigbc aUe and wil- 
ling to punifli his Traducers. — And they will punifh thofc, 
/ L 2 that 
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« that arc unworthy to read Him"— much Icfs, to 
tranjiate. . .

literally, " whoft is fufficiency^ or Almighty^**) and which 
it is remarkable, was attributed by the Greeks, to their 
Jove or the Mther\ and by the Latins to their Pluto, 
by a ftill more lamentable degradation of the Patriarchal 
Religion.

it enters the compofition of the Latin la-piter, as is evi- 
dent from the oblique cafes, lo^vis^ lo-vi &c.-*and indeed 
the nominative anciently was Jovis.

HAVING inthccourfeof the foregoingTRAN3LATiOK§ 
had occafion to infpe£t and review this great Moral 
Satire^ The Pursuits of Literature, more clofely 
and critically than ufually falls to the lot of the Profiffi^n^ 
whofe time and attention is engroffed and di(lra£ted by 
too many objefts crowding upon them from all quarters 
of the ocean of Modern Literature ; it may naturally be 
cxpefted, that I (hould deliver my fentiments on the 
performance in the more independent charaftct of a 
Reviewer^ both of // and of the Reviewers themfolves ; 
which, as a Tranjlatory I have endeavoured to givq more

general currency to, by removing the principal obje£lion 
thereto, — a tnafs of untranjlated Rotation. 

The Author fpeaks rather flightingly of the Profeflion; 
and certainly they have not reviewed his worb^^/i amore.^^ 
Still as z learned 2ini in gtnttTX judici$us Court of Critici/m, 
they are entitled to the thanks of the Public, and efpe- 
ciallyofy^g'wg^fr^t/ Students like myfelf, who find in their 
*' little blue books" much ufeful, various and folid^ and 
frequently novel information, condenfed and concen- 
trated into the fmallefl: compafs ; and whofe ever enlarg- 
ing field of view, furnifiies more accurate and critical 
information of Manners and Opinions^ than can be pro- 
cured elfewhere— they are indeed the beft Literary 
Almanacks of the Times — and from which the awful and 
alarming and eventful Signs of the Times, may mod 
accurately and authentically be colle£led, from their 
curious ExtraSIs of the Publications that come under 
their cognizance ; more faithfully, perhaps, than from 
their own Deciftons, which fometimes arc too ftrongly 
tinftured by the fpirit of their fefl: or party, 

/ The British Critic corps of Reviewers, flirewdly 
fufpeft the Satirijl to be no Etonian, as he profefles, from 
the obvious impolicy of narrowing the field of curious 
enquiry, which may lead to his being unkennelled; and 
alfo, from a few internal marks in his compofition, 
known only to Adepts bred in that SchooL Nor is it 

likely, 
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likely, that he is of Weftminfter^ or he would not venturi 
t$ tell tales out of fchool on the Reverend Mr. Nares, 
condufior of the Briti/h Critic^ or develope his " folemn 
ironyi^ on the Old Eton fchool-boys Greek cxercifes. — 
Though Ifome-bred myfelfi I am inclined to fufpcft, from 
the keenaefs} pungency, and home dire£iion of his (hafts, 
that he is rather of " if-3rrow"-fchool. And I am alfo 
inclined to fufpeft, that he has more than one Jackall^ 
or Literary purveyor — from the great variety and minute- 
nef$ of his Anecdotes^ although the accuracy of fome 
has been quedioned, and the propriety of others 
cenfured^ 

It is plain, from his Stri£lures on the Hierarchy^ thai 
he is no Eccleftafiic^ but a Layman^ indeed — and per- 
haps he had better have fpared Bryanfs jcfl; on the Order, 
(p, 52) as neither creditable to that veteran in Literature, 
nor calculated to uphold that £{labli(hment| for which 
he expreffes fuch veneration himfelf. 

As a CrTizEN OF THE WoRLD, I Can by no means 
accede to that reflexion, even in reviewing the Traitor* 
owx Pgftgral Epiftle of a Titular /r/y^ Bifhop — ^Prefixing 
the comment . to the text — " in thf natural confufion of 
ideas in his country" . Is this liberal, or is it juft ? — 
For however admiffible Perfonality may be in Legiti- 
mate Satire, and even requifite in the in (lances of 
Hujfgy^ Geddes and Lewis ; yet Profejjional Reflexions,

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or National ccnfiires, ztt rightly excluded, a^ no kfs un- 
founded than illiberal. _Thc Satiritt, himfelf, feels a 
generous indignation, when Heyne^ a German Profeflbr^ 
«V infults our Englifli Univerfities and Public Schools in 
his writings." His cenfure in the prefent Cafe, involves- 
two names, whom he fo much admires— JS^rl^ and 
Sheridan — and perhaps an Irijbman^ who is no friend 
to Huffeyj nor his firebrand of Rebellion, has deteftcd 
fome " Confufton of ideasy^ in Si certain Critique o» 
« PauVs cloal^ or rather his " Bobk-cafeP 

•' The Satirift's (hort fele£tion of books alfo in divinity 
for Private Laymen^ (whofe (hortnefs is no fmall re- 
commendation) and their order of arrangement, do not 
command my unqualified approbation, as a Divine by 
prof&ffion : rather indicating ** zeal not according to 
knowledge.^ — Some of the lift are iti my mind, ineligible, 
as elementary bo6ks, however ufeful they may be to more 
inftrufted readers. The province of Liber ml Education ^ 
is indeed one of the very firft magnitude and importance, 
but one of the moft difficult ; it is that grand National con- 
cern, the importance of which the Satirift has fo ftrongly 
cxprefled, in the mottos prefixed to thefe Tranjlations^ and 
iiluftrated throughout his work : but it is one, which will 
^Jf^uire the joint attention of Statefmen^ Philofophers and 
Divines f to regulate. And perhaps on more careful re-

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In that Bffa^i I have ventured to farnifli in the (econd 
part, a JeleB Apparatus of Standard Books ^ adapted to; 
different claffes of readers, from the leaft to the mofl: 
learned ; from merely ^jPgHJh to Oriental ftudents-^ 
the flow refult of long experience intraverfing the ar- 
duous and anxious walks of Academic Lore, and of 
much rumination fince my retirement^ and application to 
mod of the branches connefled with Sacred Literature. 

The firft lift for Englijh readers, (which I have prc- 
fumed to offer as an improvement of the Satirift's) I will 
now fubmit as a fpecimen \ for the reafons on which it is 
founded, referring to the .£^;^ itfelf ; (hould t\iQ friends 
of Literature^ in this Country or in Great Britaim, 
encourage its publication, by a favourable reception of 
this moft important branch of the Second Thoughts, 
to which they chiefly owed their rife, when the EflTay on 
Liberal Education^ grew too large and unwieldy for 411- 
f^rtion.

throughout the noies^ arid notes upon notes, that illuftrate: 
thfs moral, but defultory Satire ; which has now reached 
its eigbti Edition, without any. 

Although the oflSce c^ an IndeM-maher is neither enter- 
taining nor reputable among the Learned ; few of whonni, 
how-a-days, ^ill fubmit to the drudgery of analyzing ot 
indexing even their own works ; to which however they 
^re mod competent, from their more intimate knowledge 
of their own fubje£l, cseteris paribus ; and the want of 
which is feverely complained of by Reviewers 2XiA Readers; 
and although I never could bring myfelf to undergo that 
drudgery before, yet I will undertake it in the prefent 
inftance, for the fake of the Public ; fince the Author 
himfelf, who could befl have executed it, has declined the 
taflc; which he feems however to have had fome thoughts 
of undertaking ; and I am forry he dropt it, for my own

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His apology for not analyzing the work ; — " to what

But what might *^feem eaff to a Newton, will often 
appear difficult to his readers ; and the Satirift's anahjfts 
would neither have been adjudged needlefs y fuperfluous nor 
prefumptiious by the beft informed. Newton^s fecond 
apology, is the only one admiffible, either for Himfelf, or 
for the Satirift— r" the ivajle of time ^^ — that precious time, 
better employed by fuch fagacious and experimental Philo- 
fophers, in the inveftigation of important and momentous 
truths; and the deteftion of delufive and fafcinating 
Errors: by which ** the underftanding and afFeflions, may 
cither be enlightened, invigorated, elevated and ennobled, 
on the one hand ;.or bewildered, darkened, enervated and 
degraded," on the other. Such keen fportfmen in Litera- 
ture, often *' unkennel y^ or enlarge noble game for their 
followers, which they cannot brook to hunt down them- 
felves.— Thus, (hall « many^'' inferior Scholars " run ig 
andfroy^ upon their fccnts, ^^ and knowledge be increafed'^ 
Pan, 12. 4. 

C Such 
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Such rnqjler-iuilders in the Sciences y were Newton, 
with Cotes, Pemberton, Maclaurin, Simpson, 
Waring, Maskelyne, Herschell, l&c. 8cc. in his 
train on Britifh ground; and Bernoulli, Clairaut, 
La Grange, Mayer, La Lande, La Place, &c. &c. 
on the Continent — Thofe grand promoters of Science to 
the nobleft of all purpofes, the glory of God, and the good 
of mankind. — Such— Shakespeare — " Nature's 
Scribe, dipping his pen in mind,'' and his learned, in- 
genious black Utter dogs; Pope, and his Warburton, 
and Warton; — L<vuth and his Michaelis, &c. and 
Michaelis, and his Marsh, &c. 

In this AnalyftSy (drawn up in the form of an Index^ 
for the eafe of confuting) I have taken the fame liberty as 
in the Tranjlations^ of expanding ; having formerly, gone 
over fome part of the Author's ground, myfelf, alone ; 
(and now with more alacrity, in fuch good company) and 
perhaps penetrated fince, into fome abftrufe and unfre- 
quented paths, that lay out of his unprofejftonal line. And 
for Ireland, my Native Country — this is more requifite, 
than in that land of widely diffufed Literature, for 
which he primarily wrote— where the firjl CharaElers 
throughout the world, are familiarly known. I have 
therefore fubjwned occafionally fliort notes and illufira^ 
fions, to the moft remarkable or moft notorious — Foltaire, 
UAlembert^ Mirabeau^ Peter Pindar y Thomas Paine^ &c. 
againfl: whom my countrymen require to be warned ; and

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fomc noUe and beautiful fcntiments from Milton, Drfien, 
Mafotiy Barruely Robifon, i&c and even from Peter PwJdr, 
as from Robefpierre: wifliing to cxtraft antidotes from 
poifons ; and to difpatch Vice with lier own weapons. 

At firft I intended to have analyzed the Dialogues and 
Tranjlations together j and to have given a joint Index for 
both. But upon fecorid thoughts, I adopted the mode of 
givmg them feparately ; in order that the inquijitive reacler 
might have a bill of fare for the fecond courfe, by its felf, _ 
as well as for the firjl. The trouble, however, of com- 
bining them, will riot be great to any future Commentator 
—nor even Jndex^maher,

— Which Is, in a literary age and country 
luxuriouily indolent, to iurn Learning and Genius back 
again, from the fantaftical and frivolous purfuits of 
modijb Literature^ to thofe lolid, and manly, and rational, 
and fublime ftudies of Sacred and Scientific Literature, for 
which England was fo renowned, in the golden days' 
of Barrow, Newton, HalUy^ Clarke, Sutler, Derham, 
Hales, &c. all (/fo/Zfy excepted, ^\iom i^^/i?« defcribed 
as the moft " ereduhus Infidel^ Be ever tft^t) great

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Divines f as well as eminent Mathematicians and Phibfo* 
phers.^'And to the decline of Sacred Philofopby,on the 
Newtonian principles, may we attribute much of the 
prevailing Hypothefes and Reveries y or fanciful fvflems in 
MetaphyftcSy Politics y Ethics and Theology ^{z^i\ng the 
folid foundations of Reafon and Revelation,

drofs of Patriarchal Tradition ;. deviating ftill more 
widely in the lapfe of Ages, fropi the Scripture

And 
this was the diSate of the Patriarchal Philofophy 
and Kdi^oxi-^Abraham the Father of the Faithful^ 
and by the moft auguftof all titles, "the friend 
OF God" fignalized his valour and his policy by

— And two of the moft 
finiihed Characters in the New T^ament^-^weie 
Roman Centurions : — the former of whom extorted 
the admiration of our Lord himfelf — for the fub- 
lime conceptions he entertained of his divine power; 
— " Verily I have not found fo great Fait by no not 
in IJraelP* — And the \2Xitx^-Comeliusy — was the 
glorious frfi fruits of the grant of " the Gifts of 
the Spirit y to the Gentiles bKq.** — But neither of thefe 
two pious Soldiers of the Patriarchal Church, ap- 
pear to have relinquiflied their profeffion after they 
became Chrijiians ; and it is no where commanded 
in the Gofpel. 

This may fuffice for the new divinity and mora- 
lity of a Soame Jenyns^ inadvertently adopted by a 
Paley in that meritorious wprk in moft refpeds — His 
View of the Evidences of Christianity— ex- 
cluding Pj/m/j/5w and Valour from the lift of Chrijiian 
Virtues — and the " non-refijiin^^ precepts of Purita- 
nical Teachers at the prefent Convulfive Seafon; 
(like Sieyes) moft charitably recommending " univer- 
fal forbeararue** from War and Strife — againft the 
impious and " Syfiematic Deftroyers of the Humaa 
Race** — by their Arts ftill more than their Arms : 
ibedding Crocodile teats, o\^t \I!\^ calamities of •* a

whole Earth; while, by a glaring inconfiftency,

<< France has formed a plan of aggrandizement! at 
the expence of all her neighbours ; refolving (after the ex- 
ample oitht Romans — thofe ferocious and fyftematic de/lroyers 
of mankind) to make all Europe^ and finally the whole 
world, bend beneath her yoke« A refolution, in the 
adcomplifbment of which^ {he purfues the Roman policy 
of DIVIDING TO DESTROY ; of bribing OTit Nation with 
the fpoils of another; oi enticing the ftronger to inac- 
tion ; reducing the weak to fubmiifion ; and by the refiur^ 
ces of the one, and the connivance of the other^ breaking 
iiejirongib of thofe, vfhok power Qit dreads, and whofe 
/o% (he cannot deceive,"— GREAT BRITAIN,- 

This 
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• This plan^ longKnce formed under the Mafjarchy^'U 
fiill purfued arid extended with the mod fteady and ob- 
fiinate perfeverance; with varying fucfcefs indeed, but 
though often* baffled anjl repulfed, fiill returning to the 
charge, with <* labour unabafhed." Nor does it receive 
any check Gtomtkit Revolutionary convulfions of France, 
and the rapid changes of her Executive Government, 
FadioD fuccceds faction, as wave fucceeds wave, each 
ftruggling for the maftcry. They maffacre, they banifli 
each other without mercy or remorfe, by the Guillotine^ 
the Fujilade^ the Noyade, and the Cayenne Diligence ; but 
amidft their diftrafiions at home, they are united in one 
and the fame objeft abroad — The aggrandizement of France 
at the expence of the reft of the world.

Ba< 
the feeds of divifioii fpringing from the radical imperfiec* 
tion of ihtir federal conftitutipn, and that everlaftiiig 
fyftem of afting on the Je/nifiv^, that obftinate delay, oC 
all. precautions for fear they £hould be conftrued into bof- 
tilities, that abjeA defire of a delufive and precarious 
peace, with a faithlefs foe, whom no ties of honour or 
religion can bind, in a word, that timpormng policy^ which 
adopts half meafures^ wjien the moft decided, the roun* 
deft and the moft vigorous, are iudifpenfably requifite to 
ward off the impending blow-«-from a wily enemy, that 
" Jlrihes but conceals the hand!* has ruined every thing

Tlitk calamities ^ (which 
THOSE OF THE REPUBLIC compcl US to infliA| and to 
which a ferocious Nation conftrain us to expofe it) will

which the operations of the Legion, and the progrefs of

4. *' We fhall call upon the puHtc and legal authorities 
[to be crcfted by the French^ on the ruins of the old] 
to confijbate the property of runaways or emigrants; as 
well as of perfonsy who under an infidious neutrality Oiall 
remain pajjive fpe5lators of the dangers of their Country, 
and refcrve to themfelves the opportunity of declaring

Omitting minuter details, this is the general outline of 
an able and fyflematic plan of attack^ — apian which fecms 
to have been communicated to, and well conned by the 
Irish Insurgents, during the prefent difaArous war- 
fare; evincing in its atrocities, how carefully the in- 
ftru£lions of thcfe grand mafters of diforganization, have 
been praftifcd and even extended: Witnefs the late re- 
vival of that barbarous practice of houghing cattle — to 
cut off fupplies from our. fleets and armies, and to form 
magazines of provifions, for themfelves and their allies^ 
during the enfuing campaign ! 

Surely the mifchievous operation of ihzt fyflematic plan 
of depredation^ and ravage, and terrorifm, which has 

rcfiftcd 
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refifled and even mocked the proffered lenity and for*- 
bearance of a mojl gracious Govern ment^ more than jaC» 
tifies the revival of meafures for ** putting down Rebel' 
I'ton^^ Aill more prompt and efficaciousi than thofe that 
were fufpended, through a clemency " not accordifig unto 
knowledge.*^ There is a principle of mercy in every noble 
minded breaft, that foftens the rigour (^ufticc— and a 
commendable reluctance to believe ill oPtheir ipecies. 
But it may be carried to a ruinous extreme.-— And it was 
obfcrved by Mr. Burhe^ very early in the French revolu- 
tion, that *' nothing had contributed more to the ruin of the 
K1NG5 and the Nobility, than that difpofition to believe in 
the pojftbility of a returning fentiment of humanity or remorfe 
jj ,; in the minds of their perfecutors.^^^'^Whtti^ to compleat the 
' U V ^ calamity, the old Government of France^ was hrfely betrigfd 
'•^'"^ t to its ruin, by the armies on ivhofe loyalty it fondly and fen 

'^ cvrely relied^ and who foon after ward^i when rcpfiP* 

tance was too late for redrcfs, wept their trqach^ry in»jp\ /^i 
tears of blood. How glorioufly, have Pritijb, V^i-IriffL:!^*^ 
Soldiers been, true to their King and Country ! A^d \9 
what has the prefent ftrange and difgraceful d^gf^datioea 
of the Continental governments who have beoQ fcoqrgcd 
by France^ been owing ? Principally to " the criminal 
laffttudcy effeminacy and inattention of th^e fevered Govern^ 
ments, to watch the early progrefs of Rtbellkm^ and t$ check 
it in its firfl principles ?"

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Such alfo was the leading cauTe of the overthrow of 
ancient j^0fm/Py— thus admirably defcribed by that great 
Orator ani^ iPatriot, who was crufhed by the ruins of that 
C^nfiituthrtj which he vainly ftrove to uphold, againft 
domeftsc trea/on,--''-'^Majonbus prafidiis et copiis oppugnatur 
Refpuhlica qua^j/iefenditur : propter ea quod audaces homines

They were all indeed mdft miferably deceived and trepanned. 
Buonaparte himfelf was deceived.—" 7hi^ country^' (ays he, in 
a letter to the Diredlory, dated July 6, — '* is any thing but

The 
Babyluvin origin of the moft ancient ^yh'il (who might have 
been acquainted with the prophecies of Balaam refpedting the 
Mejtah^ or Cbrlfl) will naturally account for their ftriking re(em- 
blance to holy writ.

And compare thefe fine word* of Humbert^ with the 
foregoing fketch of his inftrueiiom^ how to conduft the 
projected invaiion, of England. 

The prevailing principle at prefent among the French 
Soldiery^ is the impious and Atheiftical doftrine of Fata^

It was thus, that amidfl the 

horrors which this faithful piSiure prefents, we hehel4

Others, feeing the fufferings of their comrades, blew out 

their 
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their own brains ; others threw them/elves^ loaded as they , 
were, into the Nile^ and perilhed in the water." S^f Ct^ ^^^.f^ 

" Every day of our march renewed thefe dreadful 
fcenes. And what was never heard of before — what will 
dagger all belief — the army during a march of feventeen 
days^ never tafted bread! the Soldiers lived during th« 
whole of this time, on gourds, melons, poultry, and fuch 
vegetables as they found on their route. Such was the 
food of all from the General to the common Soldier. — ^Nay, 
the General was often obliged to faft for eighteen or twenty 
bourse becaufe the privates generally arriving firft, pkn-^ 
dered the villages of every article of fubfiftence ; and fre- 
quently reduced him to the neceffity of fatisfying himfelfwiib 
the refufe of their hunger ^ or of their intemperance. 

After this ^^ faithful piSlure*^ of the fufferings of the 
Conqueror of Egypt^ and otthe army of Egypt — (of which ^ 
this is but a fiftgle trait,) — by the intelligent and hardy 
Boyer'^viYio thus concludes the recital of his cruel lot, 
" The cup of bitternefs is poured out^ and I will drink it to 
the dregSy* — and reprefents the dernier refort of Philofo- 
phifm in dittrcf^yT- Suicide-- can we hefltate to pronounce 
^that they are indeed of *< all men moft miferahle^\ who 
want in the hour of trial and diftrefs the tejiimony of a 
good confcience void of offence towards God and towards merty* 
^nd whoh^ve nothing to fupport them, but their National 

fpirit 
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fpirit^alfe honour-^iai " diftin/'^f^^v " phthfophical 
necejjitf^ — unmeaning founds, for fortuney cbancej or mere 
nothingnefs ! ! ! 

How different are the refources of Chriftian piety and 
refignation, '^ rejoicing in ho^^ aiid thereby^ patttnt in 
njignation.** 

. M. Naville, was one of the moft refpe£bible of the 
a;)cient magiflr^t^jpf (jutv^vit when that Republic was 
revolutionized m 1794, by the cmiffarics of the Brifitim 
or Country faftion, who w^rc overpowered by the Robef- 
pierian or Parifum fadion. He was a man of diftin- 
gui(hed talentS5 of approved integrity and great public 
fpirit, and therefore the foremoft on the bloody lift of 
prefcription. 

When feized by their myrmidons, and brought before 
the Revolutionary Tribunal^ he thus undauntedly and in- 
dignantly interrogated his judges: 

" Who are ye^ that pretend to have a right of trying 
me ? — I fee none here but ufurpers*** 

" After the deftruftion of the legitimate authority of the 
magiftrates of 1792, (accomplifhed by the intrigues bf 
the Count de Vergennes) you had created other laws, other 
public funftions ; and yet, ye yourfclves, are now going 

to 
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to break through that new political order, to feat your* 
felved upon a Tribunal of profcr iption, already ftained by 
many aflafSnations. 

*' Will ye affert that ye aft by virtue of the Sovereignty 
rf the people ?-— Surely, if ye confidered them as fove- 
reign, fhould ye not have had the precaution to convoke 
ail the Inhabitants of the Territory^ without diftindion of 
party or opinion ? if ye were the Organ of the real will of 
the people^ Would ye not have removed from this Affembly 
all the inftruments of terror^ Which ye are employing to 
injure the freedom of their determinations ? 

•* Do not imagine that I mean to degrade myfelf fo far 
as to with to move your compaflion. I know that my death 
is decided on before hand; and ye know too, that I enter- 
tain too lively a hatred of injufiice^ not to merit the fad but 
'honourable lot of the magiftrates whom ye have already 
deftroyed. However, in order to prove to all Europe, 
the profound iniquity of your judgment, I here declare, 
BEFORE God, that fincc the deftruftion of the govern- 
mcnt of 1 75>2, I have lived in retirement ; that, convin- 
ced of the ufelcffncfs of my cflForts to re-eftabli(h the do- 
minion of th€ true laws, I have remained in fubmiffion to 
thofc of your making : and that, concentrating in my fouli 
a kind of liberty, which it never ivas in your power to rob me 
of I have fupportcd the Jlavery, ye have impofed on me, 

conftrained 
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conftrained to fee without murmuring^ the triumphant int' 
purity of crimes. The idea that I fhall ceafe to be a wit-* 
nefsof them, foftcns the bitternefs of" my cruel lepara- 
rion from my wife and children /— whofe fate remains in the 
hands of Providence, but who, at all events, %uill never 
have caufe to blujb on account of their relation ta me!* 

And fo powerfully did he defend himfelf, that one of 
his judges, in pronouncing his fentence, faid unto him ; 
J have two confciences — the one of them acquits you as inno* 
cent i the other ^ condemns you to fave the Republic/* I 

«* It will then hfe in me a great citizen" coolly replied 
the magiftrate* 

When the fanguinary tribunal had apprized hira of his 
fate:— i/«rf / too^ cried he, w/7/, in my turn^ pronounce 
that which awaits you — you and all your accomplices, 

•* When enriched by plunder ^ and become abfolute maflers 
of the flatCy expeEt not to enjoy in peace the fruit of your 
crimes. All the curbs that ye have broken through to arrive at 
defpotifm^ will alfo be found broken through for you. New 
faBions will be engendered in the midjl of your faBion ; ye will 
be engaged in a conjlant fruggle to wrefl the authority from 
each other. Like tigers^ ye uinted to fecure your prey i and 
like them, ye will fpill each others blood in difputing which

Jhall devour it, Thus^ yt will your/elves avenge the manes (jf 
your viSiims. But they nvill have ended their days with the 
confolation of a pure confcience, which lifts the foul to its Cred" 
tor ; whereas on your part^ ye will die with hearts hurfting 
with rage s your puni/bment will be preceded by the moft rend-- 
sng thoughts s je will be plunged in de/pair, for havingjlained 
your/elves with the blood of the innocent : and ye will be tor^ 
tured with the dread of falling into the abyfs^ which ye have 
hollowed with your own hands : ye will die without daring to 
lift up your eyes towards Heaven J^'^D^Ivernois. 

But however we may commifcrate the lot of this

is corifpicuous in the vifitation of that devoted city^ 
Geneva f it is truly remarkablei from the commencement 
of the Protestant Reformation, was the hot-bed of 
the moft malignant fpirit of Republicanifm — and gave birth 
to three celebrated citizens, * Calvin^ Roujfeau and Neekarj

** Though all the advanuges of a new plan fhould be incon- 
teftable^ what man of fenfe would venture to change old maxims^ 
would attempt to abolifh old cuftoms, and to give a new form to 
the ftate [of Prancei] different fr^mi that to which a duration of 
thirteen hundred years has gradually brought it ? Whether the 
government be fiill a^aHy the fam^i or during fo maisy agef » 
may have infenfiUy changed hi natture, it is equally imprudeot 
to flM4dle with it. If it is the fame, it fliQuld be re(pe&ed '; if 
it has degeneratedi it is occafioned by ^e f^rce of time atd ^f 
ctremo/kmeei, «Bd hnum muifdm in that c^f^ 9M av^il notbiog." 

Nectar has been a prini;}pal a^r in die tragedy qf the 
French Revolution, whether his mifcarriages have been the re<* 
fult of an overweening vanity, wifhing like Phaeton^ X9 4«»ve 
the cbftriot of th^ if^tt^^o ride in the it^birlwfnd and direS the 
Jorm^m^ powers unequal to the mighty ^fk-n-or whether his 
partiality for republicanifm, led hiin to concur with thole (lem^ 
crafe^ who wifhed to ^ive France a republican form of govern- 
ment, I will not prefmpe to decide. Certain it is that his ad- 
miniftration is execrated by th^ beft informed French writers, 
as having principally contributed to overturn the Conftitution. 

K a France 
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France. And now by % righteous retribution, the Monf-^ 
trous RepubUcj has repaid with terrible compound intcreft, 
the difaftcrs of the 3io«drrrAy— fomented and foftercd by 
the revolutionary principle of the citizei\ of Genevq^ 
(and his powerful co-adjutor, the philofopber of Femej^ 
^^Voltaire) — and the revolutionary praftices of that infof- 
ficient or treacherous n^inifter of the finances. 

The prediftion of M. NavUk, however, refpe£ling the 
faAions >^hich have fo long harrafied France, h^s been 
, literally fulfilled ; the Brijfotine fa£tion was mowed down 
, by the guillotine of Robefpierrgf and with them the flower 
of French literary talent. Robefpierre in his time, funk, by 
the arm of Tallien ; and the laft tranfportation lo Cayenne^ 
has feated Barras, Reubel, and Merlin, in the directorial 
throne, but who do' not feem to be better eftabliihed 
than their prcdeceflbrs. And France, at this moment, is 
fplit into four parties, irreconcilcably ho(^ile to each other, 
and only kept down by the revised fyftem of terror. 

Of thefe four parties, the j^rfi is that of the Republi- 
cans attached to the Conftitution of 1795, or an eleftive 
^ri/locracy. The fecond^FT'thc Republicans^ attached to the 
Conftitution of 17931 which yrzs ftriftly democratic, on 
the fyftem of univerfal fuffrage, rcfembling the Polijb 
Diet. The third — the mipct monarchy men, originally at- 
tached to the Conftitution of 179 1. To thefe, many of 

the 
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the non-emigrant royalifts have acceded. And, fourth^ 
the royalijis who afpire to reftore the monarchy in all its / 
fimpliclty. Of all thefe the firft, or ruling party is the* 
ftrongeft ; not only as a powerful party of opinion, but 
from the fupport of the Executive government, and the 
general dread of change, by all the fuccefsful plunderers 
pr purchafers of national domains, by till the induArious, 
and by all the humane — all (huddering, all deprecating the 
paft horrors of revolution, anarchy, confifcation and 
ipaflacrc, — But, ** until this tyranny be overpa/if' there is 
no chance of tranquillity for France, nor of pe^c for 
Europe — ^and the prefent military government, concentra- 
ting all the powers of the State in the hands of a few un- 
principled villains of fhining talents, infatiabk avarice, 
and reftkfs ambition, is furely the mod formidable that 
ever was eftabliihed on e^rth^ both to its fubje£ts and to 
Its neighbours. The re-efiablj/bment of Monarchy m France, 
fhould be the univerfal prayer, and the univerfal effort of 
all friends to focial happinefs and to univerjal peace. 

But ** the v^ne-coyered hills ^ and gay regions of France, ^^ 

are now blafted and blighted, by their difaftrous << day

green-one rei^ — and how long thefe " defolations*^ may lafl:

even the ^/2^im^— which difcharged them at once from 
their miferies, and*which the frequency of its exhibition 
almoft*ftrjpt of its terrors, from the influence tJlfa/bion

mentation^ and mournings and woe*
